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Examiner has reviewed the declartion of Prof. Dr. Dr. Eicker and finds the arguments unpersuasive. In particular, Examiner disagrees with 
Eicker's assertion (pg. 2 of declaration) that the display data set does not include infomration of the corresponding query data set or parts 
of it, so that a display data set never has to be modified or enhanced to realize the mapping between display data set and query data set. 
The specification offers no support for this contention. 

Moreover, Applicant mischaracterizes the teachings for which Madison was introduced. Madison discloses that, at the time of the claimed 
invention, it was well-known in the art for a web server to recognize that a client lacked software for enabling desired functionality. Upon 
detecting such a deficiency, the web server provides the accessing client with additional software code. 

Examiner also cautions Applicant that the specification offers scant support in terms of defining the manner and method of operation of "a 
backward channel". Additional amendments and argument by Applicant specifically regarding the "backward channel" may introduce 112 
enablement and lack of written support issues. 

Regarding claim 14, Examiner reaffirms the outstanding action's contention that Dyer discloses the two display windows presented to a 
user being adjacent to one another. See [0035], lines 1-2. As interpreteted by Examiner, the cited pasage discloses a use being provided 
with a questionnaire simultaneously alongside other delivered web content. 

Having considered the after-final arguments and affidavit, the rejections for claims 1-14 are maintained. 
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
